Too bad. You're a nice guy. People like you. Your 


wife and kids are going to miss you terribly. • They will, 
that is, unless you kill them, too, in the same accident 


$ that takes your own life.• • • 


Yes, your family will always remember you kindly. 


Even your son, who will have to go to work instead of col- 
- lege. He won't blame you too much for your moment of 


carelessness that will cost him the career he wanted. 


"Poor dad," he'll say. "He just didn't think." 
And he'll be right. For it is pure carelessness that 


is going to kill you today. 


I wonder how it will happen to you ? Trying to pass 


another car on a hill? Speeding around a curve too fast 
on worn tires? Or will it be faulty brakes? In any case 
it will be something you could have avoided by using 
common sense.

Will they find you impaled on your own steering 


wheel, or hurled limp and lifeless and bleeding into a 
roadside ditch? Yoirll be lucky either way. For death 
will have erased your stupidity as quickly and painlessly 
as death can. At the hospital they'll simply tie a D. 0. 


A. tag on your body—"Dead on Arrival"—and haul you 


to a morgue. 


But death often jsn't that kind to careless people. 


You may suffer horribly in your shattered car before 
they get an ambulance to you. And some doctor may 
work two or three hours on the operating table trying 
vainly to keep alive the bloody pulp of torn flesh and 
broken bones that yesterday was you. 


Doctors and nurses in the hospitals get to feeling 


pretty blue on holidays, waiting for the hopeless accident 
cases that always come. They hate to fight so hard to 
save a life and then lose it, even a foolish life. 


The sad thing about it is, of course, that is is all so 


unnecessary. There still is time^o avoid it. But, no, 
you have a stupid rendezvous with death—and you are 
going to keep it. 


"Gee, it's a wonderful day to be alive," you will say. 


"1 think I'll take the family for a ride." 


So you'll trundle out your bus, load on the wife and 


kids. And somewhere over the hills, merry miles away, 
death is waiting for you at the exact spot where you'll 
get careless. 


For years after that the family won't want to ride 


by that place again. 


All your friends will go to your funeral and say what 


a swell guy you were, and what a shame it is that you 
are gone. 
And nobody will have the courage to put the epitaph 


on your tombstone that you deserve: 


"Killed by his own damn foolishness."

Texas Town Rocked by Chemical Explosion 


Seven Injured; 
Fire Rages in 
Phillips Plant 
Battle Blaze in 
Butadiene Factory 
After Three Hours \ 
BORGER, Tex.—(AP)—A 


series of earth-shaking ex- 
plosions f o l l o w e d by fire 
erupted in a sprawling buta- 
diene plant near here today. 
v Seven men were injured as 
blasts rocked the big plant, 
operated by Phillips Chemical 
company to produce a com- 
ponent of synthetic1 rubber. 


The explosions bcp?n at C am. 


(CDT) and three hours later were 
still going on as the blaze reached 
new tanks, stills or other units of 
the plant. 


The plant is three and a fourth 


miles west of this Texas Pan- 
handle city. It was built m 1942 by 
Phillips Chemical, a subsidiary of 
Phillips Petroleum Company, for 
the government. 


Of the seven injured, one was 


reported m serious condition. 


Plant Shut Down 


The firm immediately shut down 


the big plant, and it appeared the 
fire might be allowed to burn it- 
self out. The terrific heat and 
billowing black smoke drove fire- 
men back ftom the blaze. 


Borger itself was still being 


shaken hours after the initial ex- 
plosion as more "blasts occurred. 
Thick, black smoke drifted over 
the city. 


The black smoke is from the 


burning of furfural, 
a material 


used m the purification of buta- 
diene.

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Ashton Farmer Finds Sheep-Raising Profitable Venture 


Corn-Hog Land Can Be Made 
To Raise Sheep With a Profit 


Editor's Note: The following: article was written by Herbert I.

Not many farmers in the heart of the Cornbclt raise sheep as 


their main source of livestock income. Sheep numbers are growing 
in areas of high-priced land, but most farmers still feel they arc 
ahead raising hogs and beef cattle on land which most" farmers like 
to refer to as "corn-hog" land. 


Not so with Ralph Fulton. !<«•»• County. Illinois. He lives right 


in the region where corn and hogs reign, but he has found there arc 
big dividends in sheep, too. 


Fulton's success with sheep dates back to his high school days 


when he started with a F..F. A. and «-H project of two Southdown 
ewes. 
Today, his breeding .flock consists of about 160 high-grade 


Western ewes. In addition he feeds about 600 feeder lambs a year. 
His present position as a successful Midwestern sheep raiser took 
tim« and patience. First, as a young man just out of high school, he 
spent a year on a Western sheep ranch learning all he could about 
raising sheep. Since then he has kept abreast with all the new de- 
' velopments in sheep production. 


Tried h'ormone-treatpd ewes. Fulton is one of the first farmers 


to-try the two-lamb-crops-a-year idea. Last October he got a 50-per 
cent lamb crop from a flock of 60 Texas ewes which were hormone 
treated soon after lambing in the 
spring of 1950. He is satisfied 
that the practice will be developed 
and prove practical- 


However, he feels there are 


many problems yet to be ironed 
out. He's finding the answers to 
these problems well in advance of 
the average farmer. 
"Probably 


three lamb crops >in two years will 
prove best," says Fulton. 
"Even 


with good feed and management. 
these ewes are 
poor condition, 


rundqwn and in 
I doubt whether 


they would profitably produce an- 
other lamb crop without a rest 
period."

Another practice which il- 
lustrates Fu'lton's alertness is that 
he vaccinates his feeder lambs for 
enterotoxemia 
(overeating dis- 


ease). 
"My losses have dropped 


from 8 to 10 per -cent to 2 to 3 
per cent since I started vaccinat- 
ing." says Fulton. 


"The fact that they can be kept 


on full feed all the time not only 
pushes them along to market 
faster, but cuts down on feeding 
time. If I save one lamb in 100, 
that will more than pay for the 
cost of vaccination."

Fulton has all but eliminated the 
so-called pregnancy disease

One trick he uses is 
to feed corn in the grain ration. 
The disease is basically nutri-

Manure is deposited right out in 
the field where there's no loss 
from leaching, and saves the labor 
of hauling It to the field."

The 


ewes are fed chopped alfalfa hay 
and grain during the winter. They 
are left on range until just before 
lambing time.

The ewes are wormed with a 


phenothiazine drench in early fall 
and at shearing time in the spring. 
A mixture of 1 part phenothiazine 
to 12 parts salt is kept before 
them at all times.

are flushed on full 


Special care at lambing time. 


During lambing season, lights are 
left on in the sheds all night. 
"Ewes can sec better, and keep 
closer contact with their lambs. 
This is especially true of twins," 
says Fulton- 


After the ewe has lambed she 


Is moved to a 4'x-i' pen. Her ud- 
der is checked, lambs checked, io- 
dine put on the lamb's navel, and 
feed and water given to the ewe. 
The lambs are not urged to suck 
right away. Rather, Fulton waits 
for several hours, and then If the 
lamb hasn't sucked, he- gives it 
some help. 


Only in extreme cases is artifi- 


cial heat used. Fulton feels that 
colds often, develop when heat is 
abruptly cut off. He prefers a 
draft-free, dry barn. 


Keeps close records. Fulton fol- 


lows closely a system of records 
and marking. As each ewe lambs, 
he records her ear-tag number. He 
also records the number of larnbs, 
date of lambing, condition of the 
lambs, and the ewe's milk sup- 
ply. 
Then using sheep-branding 


paint, he marks each ewe with a 
number and gives the#ame num- 
ber to the lambs. 
Twin lambs 


are marked on the right, singles 
on left. 


"Marking 
the ewe and 
her 


lambs has several advantages," 
says Fulton. "If a ewe dies, you 
can immediately find her lambs 
and put them on feed. The side 
the number is on tells you wheth- 
er to look for one or two lambs. 
If the lambs are doing well, it's 
a pretty good bet that the ewe is 
a good milker and mother.

tion in the cost of living even if 
congress gives him everything he 
asks.

Check Soundness 


Before buying an old house, the

Cracks in plaster walls general- 


ly indicate that the foundation is 
settled. Almost any building will 
settle to some extent, and hairline 
cracks are not serious; however, 
new cracks in an old house prob- 
ably indicates the building is con- 


tinuing to settle. Sticking doora, 
sagging door frame* and uneven 
floors also indicate foundation 
weakness. Foundation walls need 
to be checked for bad cracks and 
for dampness. 


Roof Deck Vital 


In examining the roof, Uje im- 


portant thing is the roof deck. 
While re-roofing may be neces- 
saty, this is not expensive if the 
roof deck is sound. 


Look at the joists. Light joists 


are a sign of flimsy construction 
throughout' the house. The Joists 
can be checked in the basement 
If the cross braces between joists 
are nailed solidly, it is likely tha 
nailing in other parts of the house 
also is adequate. Make sure the 
framing is properly nailed.

Maker Needs 
To File Form 


The grape season is at hand 


and Daniel J. Conerty, 
district 


supervisor, alcohol tax unit, Chi- 
cago, warned prospective wine 
makers that although the head 
of the family is allowed to pro- 
duce tax free 200 gallons of wine 
per year for the use of his own 
family, he must first register his 
intention to produce such wine 
with the alcohol tax unit, Bureau 
of Internal Revenue. 


Get Form 1541 


The prospective wine maker 


should secure Form 1541 from the 
district supervisor, Alcohol Tax 
Unit, 734 New Post Office Build- 
ing, Chicago 7, and file it with 
the district supervisor five days 
before the production of wine is 
started. The authority granted by 
reason of filing Form 1541 is ef- 
fective for one year only—July 1 
to June 30—and a new form must 
be filed each year in which it is 
desired to produce wine for fam- 
ily use. 


For Family Use 


Conerty stated that the exemp- 


tion given under the federal law 
for the production of taxfree wine 
is only for family use and does 
not apply to an unmarried per- 
son, 
unless he qualifies as head 


of a family, or to a married man 
living apart 'from his family, or to 
the production of wine by corpor- 
ations or partnerships for com- 
mercial 
purposes. 
Each 
year, 


Conerty pointed out, a number of 
persons who have made wine for 
family' use are taxed at the regu- 
lar rate, according to the alco- 
holic content and face criminal 
prosecution for the reason that 
they fail to register their inten- 
tion to produce wine for family 
use.

Chickenpox Mild Disease,' 
But, Watch for Scarring 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN. M. D. 


The mildest and probably the 


most common of the contagious 
diseases of childhood is chicken- 
pox. This disease like the others 
common to'children is likely to 
come in epidemics but it is prob- 
ably less of a problem in schools 
because so many have had it be- 
fore they reach school age. 


Chickenpox is rather a curious 


disease. Until about four centuries 
ago, it was often confused with 
the much more serious smallpox. 
Although both are caused by vi- 
ruses, resistance to one does not 
give resistance to the other. 


But chickenpox does have some 


peculiar relation to another virus 
disease—shingles or herpes zoster. 
Just what this is remains some- 
what obscure, but children have 
apparently contracted chickenpox 
by being exposed to shingles, and 
grownups have sometimes devel- 
oped shingles after being exposed 
to chickenpox. 


Because chickenpox is so con- 


tagious, it is almost impossible to 
prevent children from being _ex- 
p->sed. Fortunately the disease is 
usually, though not always, mild 
and about the only thing one needs 
to be concerned about it the pre- 
vention of scarring of the skin 
from scratching the blister-like 
pox. 


For this purpose, soothing lo- 


tions or powers are often helpful 
Older children must be warned 
against scratching, but those who 
have to have the hands bandaged 
or splints put on the arms to 
keep them from scratching. 


LOCAL RULES DIFFER 


It usually takes from ten to fif- 


teen days for symptoms of the 
disease to develop after the child 
has been exposed. As is true for 
the other contagious diseases, com- 
munities differ on how long they 
require a youngster to be isolated, 


The local rules must be fol- 


lowed, of course, but the 
can Public Health Association has 
expressed the opinion that there 
is no danger of passing the disease 
to others six days after the ap- 
pearance of the first pox. 


It seems to me that chickenpox 


could well be studied more than 
it has in recent years. Any disease 
which is so common might some- 
day become more dangerous and it 
certainly has interesting features 
even though, ordinarily, recover^ 
is complete.

Open Educational Campaign 


UNESCO—United Nations Educational, Scientific 


and Cultural Organization—has tackled the 'job of bring- 
ing what it calls "fundamental education" to the world's 
one billion illiterates. This comprises half the world's 
population. 


They can neither read nor write, they suffer from 


malnutrition and endemic disease, from underproduc- 
tion of the necessities of life and over reproduction of 
people with a life expectancy of less than 30 years. While 
UNESCO has been severely criticized for many of its 
cultural boondoggles, it has a real problem ahead in 
this attack on illiteracy. 
With limited funds, UNESCO has embarked on a 


12-year program to train 5,000 fundamental education 
specialists. They must be prepared to teach not only 
the three R's, but also fundamental farming, sanitation, 
handicrafts and home economics. 'To start the program, 
five training centers will be set up in South America, 
Africa, Middle East, India and Far East 
First of the centers has now been opened at Patz- 


cuaro, Mexico. Former Mexican President Lazaro Crde- 
nas donated one of his estates for the experiment 
It 


will train 1,000 teachers.

index possible.

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Is Scalding Necessary? 


More research comes to us from the Minnesota Experi- 


ment Station backing up our recommendations that all vege- 
tables be blanched and cooled before freezing. 


This station tested asparagus, green beans and corn. One 


lot of each vegetable was prepared by the recommended 
scalding; another lot was frozen without' pre-heating, and 
ears of corn were frozen husked and packed; also in the husk. 
The freezing was done at 10 degree fahrenheit followed by 
storage at zero P. 
All vegetables frozen without 


pre-heating developed off-flavors 
within a month, but those scalded 
in advance showed little change. 
Jhe unscaJdcd green beans and 
Asparagus lost their 
attractive 


color as well as their good flavor. 


The green beans deteriorated in 


storage so that they were unpala- 
table in three weeks and unedible 
in four weeks. Corn in the husk 
was unpalatable by the time it was 
frozen. Corn; husked and pack- 
aged, but not pre-heated changed 
flavor in one week.

For School Lunch 


The time for packing school 


lunches has returned again. Are 
you using these suggestions in 
order to help in preparing those 


^jandwiches which are the back- 
bone of a packed lunch? 


Chill too-soft bread in refrigera- 


tor, then it will be less apt to 
tear when you spread it with 
butter and fillings. 


Soft butter or margarine spread 


on each slice of bread keep the fill- 
Ings from soaking into the bread. 
Soft butter also goes further. 


Add extra bits of seasoning to 


fillings that go between slices of 
sread. Several thin slices of meat 
ire easier to eat than one thick 
slice. 


Keep the lettuce for sandwiches 


crisp by wrapping it separately in 
wax paper. 


Ues production line-procedure 


when you make up sandwiches. 
Spread butter on all the bread 
first; then spread the fillings. Cut 
through a stack of sandwiches all 
at once instead of one at a time. 


Take 
advantage 
of various 


^wrapping material and cartons 


that are on the market. There are 
handy plastic and cellophane bags, 
waxed paper, sandwich bags and 
other handy material. Have a 
special area to keep these handy 
to speed up the job. 


Refrigerating And Freezing 
When refrigerating sandwiches 


never prepare them more than 24 
hours in advance. Frozen sand- 
wiches should not be kept more 


%than a week In a refrigerator's 
w freezing compartment, but in a 


freezer they can be kept several 
months. 


All varieties of bread freeze and 


refrigerator 
satisfactorily. Your 


frozen sandwiches will thaw in 
an hour's time. If carried in the 
lunch box, they will keep other 
food fresh, crisp and cool for sev- 
eral hours. 


The best fillings for frozen 


•sandwiches are peanut butter 


cheddar, 
American 
or 
cream 


cheese, sliced or ground meat, fish 
or chicken. Don't use egg salad 
or sliced eggs. Freezing 
egg 


toughens, however it can be re- 
frigerated over night. 


Wrap sandwiches in wax paper 


or cellophane the usual way for 
freezing. Parchment paper sand

tors insisted the main battle will 
come when congress gets down to 
actually voting the money to fi- 
nance foreign assistance. 


The bill that cleared the senate 


after two consecutive 12-hour ses- 
sions merely authorized the aid. 
Congress must put up the money 
later after the senate-house dif- 
ferences are adjusted.

touches the crust edge at all 
points. Brown meringue quickly 
in a very hot oven (450 F.) about 
three minutes. 


Once the grids of your waffle 


iron are seasoned, don't wasljr 
them; brush them clean while stiir 
hot, 
then leave the waffle Iron 


open so the grids can cool. If 
there's grease or batter around 
he hinges be sure to wipe off.
